Kentucky ia on the eve of what 
promises to be one of tbe most re- 
niarliiblo senatorial contests in its 
hialory. A auccoasor to tho Hon. 
Joseph C. S. Illackburn will be 
liosen at tho coming aeasion of the 
Lagisiatura. Mr.. Ulaokburn baa 
been eondaotiag; hla eanvaae for 
months, and not only la he rallying 
his fon i's )iy letter, but la uaing all 
hla pcr.ua~ivo powers to rally his 
alrtngtb. Ulackburn knowa tbe val- 
ue of a handshake and a pleaaanl 
word, and as an electioneer he haa 
few cquala In tha Stala. bia mar- 
velona mamory, ki* hahHl mannar, 
hla fluent tongoa tfommand him to 
tho avaraga voter and make easf for 
bIm a roita that oilier^ would And 
rather toUaome. Hia career lo the 
Senate haiaollMaa a marked luc- 
cosB. It WM aspaoted of htm that 
he would awake tho echoes In that 
conaervatlve chamber by a aeries of 
ipeaehea ontstde of the ordinary, but 
Jour years of hla term have gouo by 
and nothing remalna ia, the public 
mind bat the memoir of bia die- 
graceful aoene with Senator Chan- 
ler. His nnneoeaaary oontroveny 
with Rucker, of Colorado, did not 
Increase tbe respect of bis home peo- 
pia or that of the country at large. 
n^MI^' MMdlaaa eonlaat between 
two load-moathed pollHoIaua that 
worried the public and offended 
every canon of good taste. 

Still Mr. BlacKburn's race will not 
be made upon any such Isaue. They 
are but Incidents In hla remarkable 
career, and unfortunately thara ara 
Kentuckiana who ragird both of 
these porformanoea aa eomathing ad- 
mirable In their way. When tha 
conflict warms at Frankfort all aneh 
trivial matters will be forgotten, and 
tha laglalator whoae vote will be Im- 
portuned will only know him as 
"clever Joe Blackbaru," can aqueezo 
a band more heartily, and slap a 
back more aincerely tlian any manofh 
his size aud atandisg in the State 
He will go Into the oOnteat In much 
batter tilm thanwben be broke Into 
Senator Wllllam'a eombinatlon and 
praotleally robbed him of hla llfe'a 
ambition. That waa an unequal con- 
flict, and it Is doubtful If there is any 
other man in Kentucky who would 
have anooeeded under all the dlffl- 
oultlea aa Blacakburu did. Tbe (cindal 
ofthat race U till a atencb In tbe noa- 
trila of tha people of the Stale, and 
Ita repetition at Fraukfort next win- 
ter will be anfflcient to dlsguost every 
honest man. 

Blaokburn haa the advantage of 
baing la olBea, and he has, all along 
bean alrengthening his political Hues 
by favors from Washington. Tho

Jim 
McKeiizie ia in the bauds of hia 
frienda, which. In plain English, 
meana that be will be at Fraiucfort 
when the Legislature meeta and he 
will not leave there until the laat 
ballot is cast in the Senatorial strug- 
gle. Proctor Knott went out of the 
Governor's chair a misunderstond 
and unpopular wan, but the tide Is 
gradually tuining iu his favor and 
the people are beginning to recog- 
nize his strength of character and his 
force aa a man and a lawyer. He 
will have a good following in Middle 
and Wettarn Kantneky aad bia <aa« 
didacy will embarraaa tba ambttioa 
of both McCreary and Illackburn. 

McKenzIc must not be forgotten In 
tbe race. He comes from a section 
of tba State long neglected In the 
dittributlon ot senatorial favors.

It Is a popular miatake that Ufa In 
tbe Oalted Stalea Signal Sarvloe oorpa 
la a vary ea*y, If not a iaxy. affair. 
Aa a nutter ol fact the mefflbers of 
the Signal Sarvloe oorpa have lo p 
form a multitude of dutlea, and In 
•ome eaaee the pertormaaee of duty is 
attended with real bardihlp. 

There are more than one hundred 
signal stations la the Called Statea. 
Of these tbe largest are ttioae at New 
York, Boaton. Cbloago, St Louis, Cla- 
cinnatl and Xanana City. Tbeae are 
flrst-elass statloaa, and tbe force at 
each consists of six men or more, 
whose work ia ae alletled that at least 
one of them la oh duty at all ttaeei 

Tbe Interior ol even a IraV^laaa 
algnal atation Is not particularly »t- 
tractlvo; a few do(*ks, two or throfl 
huge barometers and thermometers, 
some automatic registering Inatm- 
monta. a telegraph key-board, and a 
band preaa nod printing outfit eon- 
atltute the eonapleuoua fumltura. 
There ia nothing ia tbe piaaa that ia 
not nocesaary ta tta pMsaevltna ol 

the work. 

The Inatrumentt are amall, but they 
are moat important and Ingenlout. 

One of them, for Inatanoet which 
works In conjunction with a whirligig 
on the roof, reglaters tbe velooity of 
the wind tba whols daj leaf, and aa- 
other reglatere the tamperatare. Theee 
Instrumenta are very delicate lo con- 
struction and accurate in performanco. 
Electricity and olock-work play no 
amall part lo their operation. 

The men In the Signal Sarvloe oome 
neareat to being Jaeka-at-all-trada* of 
any men in the Oovemment employ. 
They must be telegraph operators In 
order to aend and receive messages 
over the wire*; they muat be able to 
•et type and uae a preaa; they muat un- 
derstand meteorology; they muat be 
good mathematlciana; they muat be 
good book-koepera. 

I'he algnal atation In agreataeaooaat 
city la at the top of a high building. 
The offloar la eharga eaaee to the 
place a little before eight o'eloek In 
tho morning, and usually remalna until 
after eight in the evening. Every 
moment of bla day ia occupied by 
routine duty, tbe performance of which 
requires eaiaful training. 

The firat work of tbe day la to take 
the morning observation. Thla la done 
at tho same Inatant of time at all the 
statloaa In tba oountry. Tbe chief ob- 
jecu of thta ehee r v atl e n am to note 
tho condition of the barometer, the 
temperature, tba dew point tbe rela- 
tive humidity of the atmosphere, the 
direction and velooity ol the wind, 
and tho state ol the weather. 

This observation having been taken 
and vorllled. tba ohief signal officer 
rc|:orta lo Washington by tolograpb. 
and records In bin own book the exact 
sliilo of ulTnirs In Ills dlstricL This 
work occupies perhaps thirty minutes, 
and wlUiln an hour attar tba liaM set 
for the morning obaarvatlon — eight 
oVlocIt- tbo chief atation at Waahlng- 
tun recolvod reports from all tho 
ataliona in the earvica, and aaummary 
of these reporta has bean Sent out to 
all po<nta. 

Upoi receiving from Waahlngton tbe 
summary of the reports of the entire 
■ervico. our 8i;;nnl oHlcer prepares hia 
weather map. Tho blnnk form la a 
map ol the'Unltod Uutea, about two 
leef. lung and fourteen laebee wide, 
which shows ail the algnal atattons 
anil nil the principal cities of tho coun- 
try. 

He dooa bis work with pen and Ink. 
and ooplee of it are then made upon an 
apparatus called the eyeloatyle. The 

maps show a great numli.T of dotted 
and solid linos, which imlirutu the reg- 
ister of tho Imrumeter reduced to sea 
level at diUcront peiata, Mttlly (•«• 
IHsrutura lu dcgraoa nnranliaU. . A 
prsos gives the finishing touebas'to the 
inup. On thii pn-H^ is a large metal 
beJ-pla'o porfuriiti'd with from aeventy 
to 0.1? hundred sqimro holes, each of 
which rcprcsontti llio geographical 
positio'i of a prumlnent signal atation. 

Diroddd by hia InitmetiOBB from the 
chief sl,ri.:U offloar, tba operator places 
In cuch of tbeen bolea what ia ciiUtxl a 
symbol typo. A fine circle means 
clear; n circle with a heavy Uneaoroaa 
It incn/t fair; and thoro are varloua 
oti:t:r inarka, each nf which indicate* 
b I nrtioiiiar condition of weather. 

Through oaoh of those circular sym- 
bols Is an :;i';'OW which Indicates the 
dli'ieiion of tbe wind. Tlie bed-plato 
nl i>io pnxs having bam properly prc- 
pui'oJ. the map «boo& are plnoed upon 
11 us they eonio from the cyclostyle, 
and tiieii *!ie imps arc ready to be de- 
livorcd to tlie public.
